COMMENTS ON STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The Examiner stated the following: 



Claims 28-31 are allowed for the reasons indicated in the Office 
action dated 3/2/2007. 

Regarding claims 11,12, and 14-27, prior art does not teach or 
suggest, in combination with the other claimed limitations, 
providing an aperture in the semiconductor/germanium layer for 
each of the plurality of transistors. Cheng et al, the closest prior 
art of record, teaches forming a device layer on top of the 
semiconductor/germanium layer. It would therefore not be 
reasonable to combine other relevant prior art with the teachings of 
Cheng et al. to arrive at the invention as claimed by Applicant. 
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While the Applicants agree that the allowed claims recite a combination of subject matter 
that is patentable over the cited references, the Applicants do not necessarily agree with or 
acquiesce in the statement of reasons for allowance given by the Examiner. Moreover, the 
Applicants note that the recited subject matter as well as various other subject matter and/or 
combinations of subject matter may be patentable for other reasons than those given by the 
Examiner. The Applicants expressly reserve the right to set forth additional and/or alternative 
reasons for patentability and/or allowance in connection with the present Application or in any 
other future proceeding.
